Jj. T. farmed extensively, and in the early days of Bedias he 
hauled freight from Navasota and Huntsville. He was paid at the 
rate of fifty cents to a dollar and a quarter per hundred pounds. 
This business, known as “wagoning,” was eliminated by the rail- 
road in 1903. J. T. was also Tax Collector of Grimes County from 
1904 to 1909. He then returned to the New Bedias (present site) 
and again engaged in the mercantile business, this time with J. C. 
Griffith as partner. He became cashier of the Citizens’ State Bank 
in 1914 and continued in this capacity until his death, August 
5, 1930.

JOHN SIMES 


John Simes came to Texas from Louisiana with his father, 
Ignatius, in 1834. He was five years old at the time. They settled 
near Bedias on the homestead where John Simes later lived until 
his death. 

The following. year the family retreated into Louisiana before 
the Mexican invasion by Santa Anna and remained in Louisiana 
for six years. In 1841 young John returned to his former home 
and grew to manhood there. 

He was married three times. His first marriage was to a Miss 
Ariola; his second to a Miss Campbell, who bore him two children, 
Tom and Allie. His third wife was Mattie Yarborough; and of 
this union five children were born: Fannie, Robert, Emma, Sina, 
and Jim. 

When young John first married and started out for himself, he 
was a pioneer in the area for he built his home of hewn logs— 
he was forty miles from the nearest grist mill, which was located 
in the vicinity of Huntsville—and even nine miles from his near- 
est neighbor. Thus John Simes during his lifetime watched the 
development of a wild unsettled territory into an area of cultivated 
farms and ranches and the fields where he used to chase deer 
and wild turkey become crisscrossed by rails and wagon traffic. 

He died April 14, 1904. 


WHIT SMITH 


Whit Smith was born in Anderson County, August 7, 1857. He 
moved with his parents, Sanford and Annie Corder Smith, and 
a sister and brother, to the old Union Hill community in 1866. 
After a few years there, they moved to Pankey where Whit’s father 
purchased a gin and a farm, Whit had few school advantages and 
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community, September 27, 1887, the son of Samuel and Annie 
Leslie Smith. The Smith family came to Texas in 1843 when 
Samuel, who was born in Mississippi, was two years old. At seven- 
teen he joined the Confederate Army as a member of Company 
E of the Robert E. Lee Regiment, 11th Texas Infantry. 

The family moved eight miles south of Bedias when Will was 
a young boy. He attended school at Union Hill, Singleton, and 
Weatherford. At an early age he entered the cattle business. He 
learned many details of the business from his father—~a “Trail 
Driver” at the time people had to drive their cattle as far as Saint 
Louis to market. When Will began his cattle business, the Grimes 
County area had progressed from Texas Longhorns to a better 
strain of cattle. After running common cattle for many years, 
Will turned to the Brahman breed. 

Will Smith was married October 12, 1912, to Hattie Byrnes of 
Tola, who taught many citizens of Cotton, Singleton, Bedias, and 
Tola. 

Will Smith was one of the original supervisors of the Bedias Soil 
Conservation District. He served as tax assessor and collector of 
Grimes County from 1913 to 1917. He was a member of the local 
draft board for the duration of World War IT. 

In his last years he raised, bought and sold “leopard” cow dogs. 
This was a hobby which brought him a flood of correspondence, 
and visits from many people. He shipped many dogs out of Texas, 
one as far as Hawaii. 

Will H. Smith died August 17, 1952.

ALBERT DOVE SNOW 


A. D. Snow was born in Alabama in 1870, but he spent most 
of his life in and around Bedias.

For a good part of his life A. D. Snow farmed, but he was a 
handy man with a hammer and saw, and finally carpentry became 
his chief vocation. He had a hand in constructing many of the 
homes around Bedias. 

Dove Snow was a mild man of pleasant and jovial disposition, 
but not so mild that he could not also become a law-enforcer. He 
served many years as deputy sheriff and constable. When the occa-

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‘NATHANIEL JOHN SMITH 


James Monroe was the fifth President of the United States of 
America. In 1822 New Orleans had become the capital of 
Louisiana. James Monroe served his country from 1817-1825. 

Nathaniel John Smith was born on Januaty 12, 1823 in the 
Mississippi Territory. 'The territory where he arrived is known 
today, in 1990, as Wayne County, Mississippi. His father and 
mother were English. His grandfather came from England. 

_ Nathaniel was the oldest of twelve children that were born into 
the home of Oliver M. Smith and Barbara Ellen Byrd Smith. He 
helped raise his brothers and sisters, and was concerned about their 
welfare all his life. 

He was eight years old when his parents moved into Mobile 
County in 1831. It was here that his brother, Robert was born. His 
parents moved again on March 10, 1848. The home place was three 
and a quarter miles from Mt. Vernon, Alabama near the Mobile 
River. It was here that Nathaniel learned the timber business from 
his father. It was in his father and mother's home that he. learned 
about the love of Jesus Christ. He learned the magic word to 
success - "WORK." He enjoyed working and entered into it with 
gusto. This wonderful trait has been passed on to other generations. 
It was true for my husband and for his brothers. 


I'l] detour here, to tell you another story. 

It was in 1978 when I had first moved back to Hattiesburg 
from Gautier, Mississippi. I needed a storehouse built in my back 
yard. My youngest son, David, lived in a little comrmnity out from 
Hattiesburg called Glendale, Mississippi. I didn't know who to hire 
that was reliable. David suggested a young man, who went to their 
church, that lived in their community, by the name of Edgar Cook. 
Everyone called him Jr. He is a fine looking young man and a hard 
worker. We hit it off just great. As the days went by I couldn't help 
but notice his happy disposition. He sang and whistled while he 
worked.His mannerisms made me think of the Smith men I had 
known. Finally, one day I asked him if he had any Smith blood in 
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his veins. He said "My mother had been a Smith, but I don't think 
we are kin to your set of Smiths." 

That afternoon David came by my home and I gave him a sack 
with several old Bibles that had belonged to his grandfather Smith 
They were worn out from use. He carried them home. He jusi 
wanted to keep them. His wife, Barbara had taken them out of the 
sack and was looking through the Bibles when a clipping fell out. Ii 
was a death notice about Lonnie Smith, over in Baxterville. One o! 
"his daughters listed was Mrs. Edgar CookSr of Glendale. 

I had met Lonnie Smith at a family reunion a long, long time 

ago and had pictures of him and his brother Luther with Aunt Kate 

The next morning when Mr. Cook came I told him to sit down, 

I had something exciting to tell him. I think I could have knocked 
him over with a feather, he was so surprised. We have become 
good friends. His grandson and my grandson played together at 
school and loved each other before they knew there was any blood 
relation. Mr. Cook told me how he use to go squirrel hunting on 
cold winter days with his grandpa Lonnie. When they would get 
tired and hungry and stop to rest, his grandpa would pull out of his 
jacket pocket the best baked sweet potatoes any one ever ate. 


Getting back to my story of Nathaniel John Smith. 


On another plantation close by was a family by the name of 
Brashears. In this household, according to the 1850 census, there 
was a house full of girls. The school master also lived in this home. 
The Brashears story is very interesting, I think. It will be told in 
another ckapter. I only wish I could find as much information on 
Oliver M. Smith. 

Nathaniel fell in love with the youngest daughter, Louisa 
Brashears. When she reached the age of fifteen he went to her 
father, Alexander Brashears and asked his permission to marry his 
baby girl. Nathaniel was twenty-seven years old. 

Alexander Brashears gave a hand written permission for them 
to be married. It is on record at the Mobile County Courthouse in 
Mobile, Alabama. This writer also has a copy. 

On the census record, it showed they were happily married on 
January 4 1850. He was also listed head of his household and they 
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were living at Citronelle, Alabama. He still worked with his father 
in the timber business . 

Timber was plentiful during this time and business was thriving. 
We find he not only was a hard worker, but he also believed in 
adventure. He was the only child of Oliver M. and Barbara Ellen 
Smith that ventured out on his own. Most of his brothers and sisters 
lived and died in the vicinity of their father's home place. 

It was in 1851 that their first child was born. It was a boy and 
he was named Manson Marion Smith. On Jan 13, 1853, Benjamin 
Pierce Smith was born. They felt so blessed. Their next baby to 
arrive was little Jane. She wasp! strong enough to live in this 
world. She was just an infant when she went to be with the Lord. 
She is buried in the graveyard on her grandfather's, Oliver M. 
Smith's home place out from Mt. Vernon, Alabama. 

Their next two babies were girls. The first was Catherine Adelia 
Smith, sometimes known as "Keet." The next was Lillian Bromley 
Smith. Two boys came next. John Nathaniel Smith was born March 
10, 1860 and Oliver Smith was born in 1861. 

When Louisa began to have children she became interested, not 
only in teaching her own children to read and write, but she was 
concerned also with the neighbors’ children. She had been inspired 
by her husband, Nathaniel John Smith. He was a master with 
numbers, as well as-with reading and writing. 

She not only taught the children to read and write, but she 
instilled the love of God in their hearts, as well as the love of their 
country. She stressed Christian principals and high morals. All the 
children loved her. Nathaniel also took a great deal of interest in his 
children . 

Manson Marion was ten years old and ewan Pierce was 
sight when the North declared war on the South. However the first 
thot was fired on Fort Sumter. It was a terrible war. Brother 
iainst brother, neighbor: against neighbor. Abraham Lincoln was 
he 16th President of the United States. The South seceded’ from 
he Union and chose Jefferson Davis, a Mississippian, to lead them. 

Aunt Kate said, "When the Civil War broke out Oliver. M. 
imith and his sons signed up." 

This information came from "Washington County, Alabama 
907 Census of Confederate Soldiers." 
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"Nathaniel John Smith was born January 12, 1823 in Wayne 
County, Mississippi. He entered service as a laborer under Captain 
White in 1861 in Ordnance Department at Mt. Vernon Arsenal and © 
served to 1865.” 

Nathaniel moved his family to Mt. Vernon. He was stationed at 
Fort Stoddert and was fortunate in being stationed there for the 
duration of the war. Aunt Kate told me that his brother, Ebenezer 
was killed in battle. 

There is a brick wail still standing at Fort Stoddert that Frank . 
(Bud) Cole showed me and said, "Great Grandpa Oliver and his 
boys helped build that brick wall." Nathaniel was given the credit 
for building the flag pole that is still standing today. 

When the Civil War was over and Nathaniel was given an 
honorable discharge, he moved his family into the "big timber." 

He helped form a community that is still Having today. It is 
called Charity Chapel. 

On June 9, 1866 Barbara Ellen Smith was bom. On march 9, 
1869 George William was born, then Emiline Smith and Ira Smith 

_ arrived. It was on December 23, JBi2 that their last child, Ludlous 
arrived. 

Nathaniel and Louisa were known throughout the community as 
Holiness preachers. They belie ‘ed in reading the Bible daily. They 
truly believed every word it said. Their home was a favorite place 
to meet and hear the scriptures read. Nathaniel interpreted the word 
of God and lead many a man to the Lord. 

Nathaniel also took great interest in teaching his boys how to 
use a cross cut saw and how the proper way to fell the trees. They 

_ learned the importance in the caring of live stock and the beast of 
burden. How to keep up the ox wagons and keeping the plows 
sharp. They worked from daylight til dark, but it was a happy time 
for they had their father with them and there was great adventure tc 
be had in the forest. However, it was backbreaking work. Afte: 
cutting the trees they used the oxen to drag the logs to the banks o 
the river. When Spring came they made a large raft for their bec 
rolls, cooking utensils, food, etc. Their logs were in position t 
float down the river to Mobile and sometime down to Mossy Point 
Mississippi. Mrs. J. M. Strickland told me how the men woul 
stand on the logs and ride them down to Mossy Point where the

were sold. Working them and keeping them in position with their 
feet. At night they pulled into the bank and after securing their rafts 
and cargo they built a big bonfire. It was to keep the bears and 
other wild animals away from their camp site. When supper was 
cooked and their chores were finished, they ate their supper and 
talked about the happenings of the day's activities. Usually, 
someone had a banjo or guitar to play and sing. They were all tired, 
but the music helped relax their weary bones. But they would drift 
off to sleep one by one under the stars, listening to the sounds of 
the night and the popping and snapping of the burning wood. 

Rafting the logs down the river was something the boys looked 
forward to. It seemed that the older they got the more they looked 
forward to being able to take on more responsibility under the 
direction of their father. It was also a leisure time. School was out 
and the household chores that had been assigned to them were now 
assigned to the younger boys at home. It was also a time to have 
their father's attention and respect. They were fast becoming men, 
but they held a deep love and respect for their father and they tried 
always to do their best. 

In these trips they experienced adventure and hard work. They 
learned that their father was a man among men. The other men 
looked to Nathaniel for leadership. The boys were learning the 
timber business from the ground up. They would follow this trade 
all their lives. They were exposed to city life in Mobile and found 
that life in the city was of a faster pace than in the country. 
Nathaniel had set ari example for his boys. They had been brought 
ip to honor their father and mother and to know right from wrong. 
Nathaniel trusted his sons and the evils that existed in Mobile held 
10 temptation for them. They knew and loved the Lord and also - 
wanted to do His bidding. 

- Prize’ fighting had become the rage of the day. Most every man 
‘eemed to want to test his strength and agility and dreamed of 
yecoming the national champion. The men of the forest began to 
rganize matches between themselves. Later they welcomed anyone 
hat wanted to challenge the winner and whoever wanted to join in 
he fun. 

Large crowds began to come together along the river banks as 

vord went out that the loggers were rafting the logs to the mill. 
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The fights brought excitement to the little comnunities and to the 
fighters, a name for themselves. Nathaniel defeated all comers in the 
region and found himself a champion. He soon found that the fights 
were taking its tole on his timber business. There were too many 
demands from champions outside wanting to fight and men who 
were seeking publicity for themselves. He also realized the fights 
were interfering with his home and church life and he decided to 
give up the contest. 

Ludious was Nathaniel and Louisa’s youngest son. He was only 
thirteen years old when he was suddenly taken ill. Aunt Kate didn't 
tell me what the trouble was, but she said that when he was dying 
his family were on their knees around his bed. They were praying 
and suddenly looked up and beheld his spirit leave his body: God 
had allowed them to see through spiritual eyes, "His wonders to 
perform." It was on January 13, 1885 when Ludlous went to be 
with the Lord. 

Nathaniel set aside a large acreage of land for a cemetery and 
it's still in use today in 1990. 

It was in these early days after meeting in Nathaniel and 
Louisa's home for prayer meetings and Bible study that Nathaniel 
felt the need to build a church. It was in 1891 that he and Seabourn 
Reid built the first Charity Chapel Church with the help of its 
members. 

The day the church was finished Manson Marion Smith and his 
wife came to visit his mother and father. The, let them spend the 
night in the new church. That night their, 7th, child arrived and they » 
named the little girl Alice. Dr. W. W. Wallace is the son of 
Sophronia Smith, daughter of Manson Marion Smith, who was first 
married to Jim Knight. He was killed by a two-by-four being driven 
through his body in the Purvis Cyclone of 1906. She later married J. 
D. Wallace, the father of W. W. Wallace who told me this story. 

‘The church was picked up and moved to its present location 
around 1918 or 1919. On July 3, 1985 the church bumed to the 
ground because of faulty wiring. It was again rebuilt in 1989 by 
Abb Cole's sons and others. 

Saw mills were moving into the South and there was a large one 
being built in Fairford, Alabama. Nathaniel and Louisa moved from 
Charity Chapel to the "big timber" at Fairford. We don't know the 
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cause of Louisa's death. Her ay. was brought home to Charity 
Chapel. 

This writer feels that Nathaniel made hers and his tombstone, 
for on it is the word "Louiza." It looks as though it was written 
with a large nail. On his tombstone is written "Nathal." These were 
the pet names they called each other. 

. He was lost without her. Life was not the same. He visited 
among his children, but still maintained his home at Fairford. 

It was in 1903 that we find court records where he is trying to 
settle his father's will. It was long past due. His mother and father 
and all their children were dead except himself and his youngest 
brother. There were scores of grandchildren that had not received 
their rightful inheritance and he had carried it to court to be settled. 

In this paper he tells us he is 80 years old and is a timberman by 
trade. He gives his address as Fairford, Alabama. 

It was in 1914, the year my husband was born, that Nathaniel 
John Smith died. He had gone to Baxterville, Mississippi to visit his 
son, John Nathaniel. While there he became ill. Word went out 
throughout the comnunity that he was deathly ill. The neighbors 
came and filled the house, as well as the yard. They were there to 
console the family. 

All of a sudden, Nathaniel leaped out of the bed. He told them, 

I am fixing to leave you now. I expect you to meet me over on the 
other side." He thanked them all for coming. He went around the - 
room, shook hands with the people and hugged his loved ones. He 
got back in bed, pulled up the covers over his head and died. 

Aunt Kate Smith Quinn told this writer this story one time when 
she came to see us. 

I told this story to Dr. W. W. Wallace. He asked his Aunt 
Leona if it were true. She said,"Yes, it was." He also showed her 
the drawing of Nathaniel John Smith and asked her if she knew who 
it was, she said, "Why it's grandpa." 

Nathaniel John's body was lovingly carried back to Charity 
Chapel cemetery in a wagon. It was placed by his beloved wife. 

In 1983 this writer had the privilege of visiting their graves. 
Years later in 1993 I was reading the Bible and read the following 
verse from the King James version of the Bible, Genesis 49:33. 
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"And when Jacob had made an end of commanding his sons, he 
gathered up his feet into the bed, and yielded up the ghost, 
and was gathered unto his people."

After searching I could not find any other information except 
the following | 


Old St. Stephen's Land Office Records and American State 
Papers Public Land Volume 1 1768-1888 by Marilyn Davis 
Hahn, published in 1983 on page 55. 


It states that on June 18, 1836 that Oliver M. Smith purchased 
land in Township 2s, range 2W and at that time he was living 
in Mobile County Alabama. 


I also found Oliver M. Smith listed in a book by the name of » 
"Old Tuskaloosa Land Office Records and Military Warrants of 
1821-1855" by Marilyn Davis Barefield. It shows on page 83 
that on December 12, 1836 that Oliver M. Smith purchased 
land on section three, township 18 and range 6W. It also 
showed he was residing in Jefferson County Alabama. 


It was in April of 1987 that my friend, Delores Milling and I 
made the trip to Mr. and Mrs. John C. Harris' home. He and his 
wife were very kind to us and we had a most enjoyable lunch and a 
short tour of the 643 acres that had in years past belonged to Oliver 
M. Smith. 

Oliver M. Smith had received a Spanish Land Grant and 
“purchased it from the United States and Patent Office on the 10th 
of March in 1843." It was signed by President John Tyler who was 
the 10th President of the United States. 

Mr. Harris carried us to the graveyard. It had a nice new chain 
link fence around it. The fence had been installed by Dan Smith and 
Maude Cooley who were great great grandchildren of Oliver M. 
Smith. May I pause to say, "Thank You." The tombstones had been 
erected by Oliver's grandson Glenn Smith. Glenn Smith was a child 
of George Smith who was Oliver's youngest child. 
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There was a huge magnolia tree in the center of the graveyard. 
The ground cover was layers of magnolia leaves that had been 
accumulating for years and years and years. 

It was a very special moment for me to visit my husband's great, 
great grandfather's grave and to walk on the very land that he had 
walked 

‘The most information I was able to find on Oliver M. Smith 
was from the 1850 census record in Mobile County Alabama. 

He gave his age of being fifty-five years old. He was bor in 
South Carolina. We have not been able to find the county, town or. 
district that he came from as there were none listed. He stated that 
he was a farmer by trade. 

‘There has been quite a bit of speculation among the different 

_ Smith families. Some say he was a lawyer and had offices in 

' Leaksville, Mississippi. Others say he was sent into Alabama by the 
Methodist church as a missionary preacher to the Indians. I have a 
tendency to believe what he said, "He was a farmer." Instead of 
saying he was a farmer one might say he was a planter. 

All the members of the Smith family that I have known and 
spoken with could only remember a limited amount of information 
about Oliver's origin. 

Aunt Kate Quinn recalled in a letter to me in 1959 the 
following: 

"Great, Great Grandpa John Smith immigrated from England to 
the United States of America over three hundred years ago. All I 
know is what Grandpa "Nat" told me when I was a kid. 'The only 

thing I remember now is that he (John Smith) came from England 
to the Eastern part of the country. He, grandpa "Nat" never saw 
him, but Great Grandpa Oliver M. Smith told him about his people. 

Oliver's father was John. He said, "John had brothers and 
sisters, but he (John) was the only one of his family that came 
South and settled. 

‘This brief account of prior history in South Carolina represents 
the extent of knowledge handed down from Benenson to: 
generation in the Oliver M. Smith family. 

When you go looking for a John Smith you find hundreds of 
them. What I failed to do was to ask Aunt Kate which John Smith 
she was talking about . ; 
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Through this 1850 census record we were able to determine 
that Oliver M. Smith was born in the year of 1795 in South 
Carolina. 

Some think that Oliver M. Smith came into the Mississippi 
Territory with Thomas Byrd. We don't know, but be that as it may, 
we find on this census record that he married Barbara Ellen Byrd. 
She was fifteen years old and was born in 1807 in Alabama. Oliver 
M. Smith was twenty-six when he married in 1821. 

They were living in the Mississippi Territory when their first 
child, Nathaniel John was born-January 13, 1823. ‘That part of the 
territory is now known as Wayne County Mississippi." 

Nathaniel John was not listed on the 1850 census as being in the 
household of Oliver M. Smith, but was head of his own household. 
He married January 4, 1850 and is the child of Oliver M. Smith that 
your line of decent comes from. 

‘Their second child Catherine was not listed on the 1850 census, 
but was listed in Oliver's will as his child. 

Their third child was Ira Byrd Smith who was born December 
16, 1827 in Green County Mississippi. The date and place of Ira's 
birth is authenticated by affidavit by Emiline Brashears Smith, his 
wife in 1906. 

Oliver M. and Barbara Ellen must have moved from Mississippi 
into Alabama around 1830 or 1831 as their fourth child, Robert 
Walker Smith was born in 1831 in Alabama. 

It was in 1843 when Oliver M. and Barbara Ellen settled in 
Mobile County for good. The location of their homestead was three 
and one-fourth miles from.Mt. Vernon, Alabama. © 

Mr. John C. Harris gave me a folder that had the history of Mt. 
Vernon, Ala. It had been named after the home of our first 
President, George Washington. . 

Dr. W. W. Wallace, a grandson of Manson. Marion Smith, 
brother to Benjamin Pierce Smith, also sent me information on Mt. 
Vernon. It was the nearest town to the old homestead and remains 
today much like it was in those olden days. It was a frontier town 

-with a special significance not only to our family but also to the 
history of the United States. 
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Fort Stoddert, around which the town was built, we 
established in 1799. It was originally intended to protect the settler 
from the Indians as well as the Spaniards. 
The troops stationed here guarded the port of entry to th 
United States during the years of 1799 to 1813. 

The 31° parallel later become the boundary line betwee 
Mobile and Washington Counties and the border to Spanish Wes 
Florida. The troops that were stationed here supervised the remova 
of the Indians in the 1830s. 

Historically, Mt. Vernon and Fort Stoddert are most often 
remembered for Teceiving and holding Aaron Burr. He was 
suspected of treason against the young United States in 1806. Then 
in 1886 Geronimo and his Apache warriors were imprisoned here.

POST DESIGNATED ARSENAL 


An act of Congress authorized 
the Mount Vernon Arsenal on May 
28, 1828. The act was signed by 
President Andrew Jackson in 1830. 

The arsenal was enclosed by a 
brick wall, ten feet high and two 
feet thick, in the shape of a horse- 
shoe. The bricks were all burned 
to make them more substantial. 
The wall was also covered with 
sheet copper to make a stronger 
fortification. The wall minus the 
copper is practically intact to- 
day. 

The reservation land is marked 
by cannons from ald Fort Stoddert, 
standing upright in the ground. 
Each cannon is marked with « 


number, the number being placed. 


on them in the arsenal blacksmith 
shop.~ 

The arsenal was built to sup- 
Port several thousand stands of 
arms. There were two powder 
magazines which were built one 
half mile from the central arsenal, 
The great supply of arma was 
necessary for the protection of the 
country along the Spanish border. 

There were no regular troops 
stationed at the arsenal, only 
twenty to thirty ordnance men 


“under the command of the lieu- 


tenant of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, 

A financial estimate as to the 
cost of constructing the arsenal was 
about $34,000. This figure in-

cluded initial construction figures. 
However, according to a state 
ment concerning arsenals of the 
government in 1836, it was found 
that there was no original estimate 
made for the Mount Vemon 
Arsenal. Evidence was also found 
that in 1836 the arsenal was com- 
Plete except portions of tha brick 
wall, this proving .the wall was built 
later than 1831. 

Besides storing munitions of 
war, other principle operations of 
the arsenal were the manufacture 
of bricks; pine timber; the erection 
of buildings; repair work; sewers 
were built .and maintained and 
toads and bridges were kept in 
order, 
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It was also here where Oliver M. and his boys helped build a 
brick wall around Fort Stoddert and put up the flag pole during the 
Civil War . 

By 1903 Oliver M. Smith, Barbara Ellen Byrd Smith and all of 
their children were dead except two. The oldest, Nathaniel John 
Smith and the youngest, George Smith. 

- Teena and Frank Wolcott sent a copy of a legal paper to Dr. W. 
W. Wallace and he in turn sent me a copy for which I am truly 
grateful. 

It was from this paper that we found for the first time what 
Oliver M. Smith's name was. It was the only time I had seen his full 
name written out. It is Oliver Meredith Smith. I shall continue to 
call him Oliver M. 

Nathaniel John Smith told that he was a timberman by trade. He 
stated he was eighty years old on the 13th day of January 1903 and. 
lived at Fairf ord, Alabama. 

I felt you would be interested in ean the description of 
Oliver M. Smith's land in the words of Nathaniel John Smith. They 
are as follows : . 


"These lands had not been depredated upon for turpentine. 


"I mean by tillable land fields growing in rice and corn. Some 
of the land, is cleared up; I mean that it would be tillable 
if it was cultivated. 


"The timber is long-leaf yellow pine. On that land there is 
some rosemary, but this is long-leaf yellow pine. — 


"That land is level land. In the swamp it is lower land, of 
course, than the other. The South portion of the land, a place 
a half mile wide, is lower than the level land. 


"It is a noble place for farming. The value of the land has 
increased since Mt. Vernon has built up. 
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"There is nice timber - oak, pine, some juniper and some 
cypress. Not all the land is of the same kind. Some of it is f 
swamp. I should say each part of that land was of the same 

value. I think swamp and high land are of like value for this 

reason, there is this bay, and this wood is in the market now. It 

is growing on that land. Juniper, cypress, bay and maple is all 
used in the market now (1903). 


“Juniper is worth more than pine. I suppose juniper is scattered 
in about forty acres of that land, cypress is scattered in about 
forty acres of that land, cypress is scattered all over it in 

the low lands, in the flat woods. About eighty acres in swamp 
land. : 


"The swamp land is of the same value exactly as the other land. 


"In one corner of the land, the South West corner, the Cedar 
Creek runs through it. Some of the land is across the creek 
from the main body. It is otherwise practically in a solid body. 


"The land is three and a quarter miles from Mt. Vernon, 
Alabama." 


Oliver M. and Barbara Ellen had twelve children of their own. 
On the 1850 census they had two extra children living with them by 
the name of Byrd and on the 1860 census they had a girl by the 
name of E. J. Reid in their household. 

Oliver M. Smith was a man of God. We learn this from his will. 
The following are the last two paragraphs copied frcm his 
handwritten will, showing that he was an educated: man, as well as, 
his faith in God. He headed his will in this manner: 


"In the name of Almighty God, Amen. ° 


“And now, after committing my whole family to the protection 

_ and mercy of the God who made them, let me enjoin on them 
the duty which they owe to their mother and to each other, that 
they can continue to live unitedly and affectionately, aiding and 
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assisting each other in all things that are honourable and just." 


"In conclusion, I recomnend all my family to the mercy of that 
Power which for three score and ten years has protected and 
sustained me in the changes and trials of this world, and may 
God in His mercy, be with them and support them is the last 
prayer of their affectionate father." 


Oliver M. Smith 


Oliver M. Smith died in 1874. He and Barbara Ellen are buriec 
on his old home place in Mobile County Alabama. 

I dreamed one night, after working on this paper that I should 
call him "a man of mystery." Maybe, in years to come, someone will 
be able to unravel the mystery of this wonderful old man. 


The Last Will and Testament of Oliver M. Smith 
(As translated by Teena and Frank Wolcott) 


In the name of Almighty God, Amen. 


Feeling that I have but a short time to live I now make and 
constitute this, my i.ast will and testament. 


I give and bequeath to my beloved wife, Barbary Ellen Smith all 
that I possess consisting of lands, stocks, household furniture, 
horses, cattle, carriages, carry logs, tools, implements of all sorts, 
moneys on loan and due to me, irrespective of the claims of my 
children or their heirs, to be possessed and enjoyed by her during 
her natural life and after her death to be divided among all my 
children, share and share alike. 


It is also my will that my beloved wife may sell and dispose of 
any of the lands that I now possess or any of the stock, consisting 
of horses, cattle, sheep, oxen, tools or implements for her support 
or for the support of any of the children that she may think proper. 
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It is also my will that my beloved wife Barbary Ellen may, if she 
is so disposed, sell any of the property, or all of it that I may 
‘possess, and purchase elsewhere any lands, stock, for her comfort 
and support, and if all the property whiich I now bequeath to my 
wife, Barbary Ellen, is exhausted and spent by her in ministering to 
her wants or wishes, it's my will and_injunction to my children that 
they_assent thereto ,and give her, their mother all asssistance and 
aid in their power in carrying out this, my last will and testament. 


And now, after comnitting my whole family to the protection 

and mercy of the God who made them, let me enjoin on them, the . 
duty which they owe to their mother and fo each other, that they 
can continue to live unitedly and affectionately, aiding and assisting 
each other in all things that are honourable and just. In conclusion, I 
comnend all my family tc the mercy of the Power which for three 
score and ten years has protected and sustained me in the changes | 
and trials of this world, and may God, in his mercy, be with them ;

She met George Ohr when he 
became a friend of her mother’s 
and visited her.

He needed blue clay or mud 
for his pottery and they found 
some at the depot behind the 
campground. He dug down 
about two feet and took it out in 
a wheelbarrow. 

Days at the beach 


Her mother taught everyone 
to swim. The water on the beach 
was so clear then that you could 
see the bottom. Between them 
and the beach were street car 
tracks. 

Streets or roads were cov- 
ered with shells, but they never 
saw a car until 1914. 

During the summer, they 
were taught to sew, read the 
Bible, had spelling bees and 
played Old Maid, Rook and 
Flinch, but never anything with 
dice. They had candy pulls, pop- 
corn and made potato pones. 

The campground was used for 
a religious site for meditation, 
and some 5,000 people would 
come from Alabama, Mississippi 
and Louisiana. The houses were 
built without wooden floors. 

The tabernacle was built in 
the square (where Leggett Me- 
morial UMC is now). No 
wheeled vehicles were allowed 
on the square.

Marriage and family 

She married O.M. (Marvin) 
Smith from Leesk, Ala., in 1916, 
a day before turning 18. A 
daughter, Mattie Elizabeth, was 
born in Garyville, La., two years 
later. 

That same year, she saw a 
mare horse being milked for the 
first time. 

Ason, O.M. “Jac” Smith, was 
born in Golden Jan. 3, 1925. 

Her husband worked with the 
sawmills also. Altogether, she 
lived in 27 different sawmill’ 
towns in Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana. She says that she always 
enjoyed moving because they 
could build a new Methodist 
church in every town. 

She washed clothes in creeks 
and used a “battling stick” to 
beat the clothes on rocks to 
loosen the dirt. Then she hung 
the clothes to dry on bushes. 

Medicine was made from 
herbal plants such as the dande- 
lion, pepper grass, rabbit tobac- 
co, crossvine, poke salad and 
gooseberries. — 

When she and her husband 
came to the Coast to live, he 
was working on the bridge 
across the Back Bay of Biloxi. 
They returned to Golden until 
the Great Depression closed the 
sawmills. They came back to the 
Coast, and her husband worked 
for a brother-in-law who owned 
property in D’Iberville and plant- 
ed all the land with pecan trees. 
They also built First Methodist 
Church in D’Iberville. 


Religious family 

It was certain that Blanche 
should be raised in a religious 
family. Her mother taught music 
for 58 years and her father was a 
singing teacher.

Jac started school when he 
was only 4, and they let school 
out after two weeks to pick cot- 
ton.

Blanche won a dancing con- 
test in Lofter Hall in 1914, which 
is across the street from their 
home. It is now a nursing home. 

For the first school, her father 
cut down pine trees and made 
little stools for the children. Her 
mother played a vintage piano 
and taught the children the 
alphabet. 

L.N. Dantzler, at the paper 
mill in Moss Point, told some of 
the men who wanted to build a 
church that if tley would sail a 
schooner to Moss Point, he 
would give them enough lumber 
to build a church. They docked 
with the load where the I-110 
bridge comes into U.S. 90. That 
church was built on Racetrack 
Road. 


Getting sut the vote 

Blanche has been assisting 
Colonel Harper, First Method- 
ist’s historian, with records 
about her family. 

Her twin sister worked as a 


qmiliner in Gulfport in 1916 and- 


1917. She died in 1991. 
Blanche nursed with doctors 
and helped deliver hundreds of 
babies. She also nursed a patient 
with leprosy until the patient 
died. She worked in a laundry 
during the Depression in Biloxi. 
She was presented an award 
by the Seabees in August 1995 
because of her voting record. 
She and Jac honor the Seabees 
with an annual picnic. She has 
never missed voting since she 
began at age 22 in Bogalusa after 
Women’s Suffrage. ; 
She is still diligent in getting 
people out to vote. In the recent

Meanwhile, son Jac Supports 
her in all her efforts and drives 
her whereever she needs to go. 
They are the only immediate 
family left. He served in the 
Merchant Marines for years and 
was taken prisoner and carried 
to Russia when he was only 18. 

It was a good knowledge of 
geography that saved his life. He 
escaped and walked 900 miles 
across Finland, Sweden and 
Norway. It took him three 
months. 

He says that he would shut his 
eyes and to see a world map and 
remember where the countries 
were when the sun went up and 
head the right way.

Still community-minded 

Blanche is a charter member 
of the Community Concert and 
Gulf Coast Assocation for Men- 
tal Health (now the Harrison 
County Association for Mental 
Health). The Mental Health As- 
sociation was organized in the 
1960s and meetings were some- 
times held in her living room. 

She remembers Opal Smith 
and others who spearheaded the 
effort.

Century. 

Blanche Seale Smith is an ex- 
ceptional woman.

St. Martin Singing River Electric 
member O.M. “Jac”? Smith Jr. has 
led a very extraordinary life. 

His lifelong experiences are exten- 
sive, and coupled with his innate 
southern charm and story-telling 
abilities, he is anything but ordinary. 

One of Jac Smith’s experiences is 
so harrowing that it has taken him 
46 years to tell the story. 

As a young school boy growing up 
in Biloxi, Smith dreamed of seeing 
the world. In high school during the 
early 1940s he surrounded himself 
with British crew members stationed 


at the old Civilian Conservation. 


Corps (CCC) barracks in Magnolia 
Park — now the Gulf Coast National 
Seashore — to enjoy friends of a dif- 
ferent culture. 

“At the time Ingalls was building 
four ‘baby’ aircraft carriers for 
England and they had sailors sta- 
tioned in our area,’ Smith said. 
“They taught me about England, and 
I took them snipe hunting in Foun- 
tainebleau!”’ 

In 1942, when Smith turned 18 
years old, he left Biloxi and volun- 
teered to join the Merchant Marines 
and serve in World War II, knowing 
the dangers that lay ahead. 

After serving two years as a mer- 
chant seaman, Smith volunteered to 
be a crew member on the S.S. Cedar 
Creek, a T-2 tanker lend-leased to 
“the Soviet Union, a U.S. ally. 

“Three of us volunteered to train 
the Russian crew on the voyage to 
Murmansk because they (Russians) 
were not familiar with that type ship 
nor the turbo electric engine room 
mechanism,” Smith said. 

Once the ship made it to the 
U.S.S.R, instead of docking at the 
appointed harbor, the ship docked at 
Seversdrinsk, the deep-water harbor 
for Archangel. 

“Once we docked, my two compa- 
nions and I were paid in rubles, 
which are worthless outside Russia. 
Then we were abandoned in the 
Soviet Union,” Smith said. 

As the three Americans began to 
work on finding a way out of Russia, 
their hopes of leaving died the night 
they missed a midnight curfew by 20 
minutes. 

During the war the U.S.S.R. was 
under a police state. The police (now 
the KGB) arrested, condemned and 
sent all three Americans to a Soviet 
labor camp, without a trial. 
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The first half of “‘Escape from Ar- 
changel”’ is Jac Smith’s story of 
the American Merchant Marine; the 
second is his story of survival. 


prisonment, Smith realized no one 
from the United States would know 
where he was, or that he was in a 
labor camp. He lost all hope of 
rescue. ja 

With the realization that he would 
die in that labor camp, he decided to 
try escape. 

“T knew I couldn’t survive in that 
place,”’ Smith said. “I decided that if 
I was going to die, I wanted to do it 
my way.” 

His way was across 900 miles of 
frozen tundra and snow-congested 
forest. Smith walked out of an 
unguarded gate and started towards 
an unknown end. When he had push- 
ed his body to walk as far as it could 
in the arctic temperatures, he finally 
gave up the struggle. 

“T was lying there and I began to 
hear voices. I peeked open my eyes 
and saw reindeer. I was so ex- 
hausted I began to think the reindeer 
were talking to me,’’ Smith said. 

Definitely the reindeer were not 
talking to Smith. The Laplanders, 
Mongolian reindeer-herding nomads, 
found Smith and began to help him 
across Nazi-infested territory to the 
Norwegian Resistance. Once Smith 
caught up with the Norwegian

resistance fighters they were able to 
secretly transport Smith to Aber- 
deen, Scotland. 

After traveling about 900 miles 
across four countries, Smith had fi- 
nally begun to think the threat of 
danger was subsiding. 

However, when he arrived in 
Scotland without any papers he at- 
tracted the British Intelligence 
Board of Inquiry’s attention. 

“When I arrived (in Scotland) I 
was taken to the Board of Inquiry to 
explain who I was, where I came 
from and how I happened to be 
escaping from Russia, our ally. For 
all the Board of Inquiry knew I 
could’ve been a spy. 

“During the time the Board was 
trying to ascertain whether or not I 
was telling the truth about being 
from Biloxi, an officer asked me if I 
knew the name of a shipyard in the 
area,” Smithsaid.  . 

Naturally Smith said yes and 
described Ingalls, his British sailor 
friends and the CCC barracks in 
detail. 

“As luck would have it, the officer 
had been to Ingalls to inspect the 
aircraft carriers being built for 


England, and he realized I was tell-. 


g his eight-week-old Chesapeake Bay 
commands. 


ing the truth. 

“The existence of Ingalls Shipyard 
probably saved me from being in- 
terned as a spy” Smith said. 

Jac Smith finally did make it home 
to south Mississippi — 30 years later 
when he retired from the Merchant 
Marines. 

“I enjoyed the adventure,” Smith 
said. ‘Where else can you work and 
see the world at the same time, and 
enjoy it?” 

Now that Smith makes St. Martin 
his home, are his travels and adven- 
tures over? 

“No,” Smith said. “All I have to 
do is sit in my swing and close my 
eyes. I can be anywhere I want to 
be: Indonesia, Africa, Hawaii, 
England...’ And the list goes on.
